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Information on Visit by General Officers 
on 4 March 1983 from 2-4 p.m. in 
Room 7D60 (DCI Conference Room) 


The group is composed of 22 senior military officers, actual 0-7s 
and above or selectees to 0-7, and an FSO with rank of Minister-Counselor 
who are members of an 1]1-week pilot course at the Institute of Higher 
Defense Studies. The Director of the Institute has asked for a briefing 
on CIA's capabilities for collection and on the Agency's role in support 
of both policy makers and joint commands. Earlier in the week, the group 
was scheduled to meet with among others, the Secretaries of State and 
Defense, the Chairman of the JCS, and the Assistant to the President for 
National Security Affairs. 

Accompanying the students will be ea raculey members, 3 colonels 
and 3 retired officers of 4-star rank (Army General Blanchard, Air Force 
General Seith, and Admiral Kidd.) All of the class, including the 
faculty members, hold TOP SECRET SI/TK clearances.

The group is composed of 23 senior officers, actual 0-7s and above 
or selectees Ga. There is one student from State -- with rank of Minister 
Counselor. There will be seven faculty members, 3 former 4-star officers, 
3 colonels and a civilian staff member from the Naval War College. Al] 
students and faculty except for the civilian faculty member have TOP SECRET 
syTk clearances. The civilian realizes he may not be allowed to participate 
in the briefings. 

The members of the group have been briefed by a representative from 
DIA but not by anyone fron NSA. They hope to learn about CIA's capabilities 
for collection and CIA's capability to support both policy offices and 
military commands.
